The Action of the Porte Demands Promt' 


and Severe Resentment. 


[Special Dispatch to the Transcript.! 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Nov. 30.—The situa- 


tion here shows very little change. The 
cabinets of the powers have not yet 
reached a decison as to what action they 
shall take in regard to the refusal of the 
Porte to issue firmans permitting the 
doubling of foreign guard ships in the 
Bospborus. This refusal on the part of 
the Sultan to carry out the promises he 
made the other day is regarded by the 
ambassadors here as an act demanding 
prompt and severe resentment. As the 
matter has been submitted to teeir re- 
spective governments the diplomats are 
not free to act in accordance with their 
strong desires, which, would rather impel 
them to order the entrance of additional 
guard boats, firman or no firman. 


BURGLARS AT ATHOL. 


Depots and PostoHices Broken Into and 


Ransacked This Mcrning.

ATHOL, Nov. 30.—The Boston & Albany

Tho first Republican convention for th« 


nomination of candidates for officers of 
the city of North Adams'was held in the 
district court room this afternoon, con- 
vening at 4 o'clock. The delegates ar- 
rived in bunches, as if eanh ward repre- 
sentation went together, 


S. W. Bray ton called tho convention to 


order and on motion of S. P. Thayer Col. 
John Bracewell was made permanent 
chairman. 
Mr. Bracewell thanked the 


convention for the honor and hoped tne 
action taken would be careful, as the re- 
sult of the convention means much. Mr. 
Thayer nominated for secretary J. H. 
Warner of ward 3, but he declined. W. F. 
Darby nominated >V. II. Pritchard, who 
served. 


On motion of C.W.Dennett the chair ap- 


pointed one from each ward as a commit- 
tee on credentials gt follows: George 
French, Thomas Bnttcrworth, F. C. Hos- 
ford, P. M. Farlev.

George French reported for the com- 


mittee on credential:* Bbcty-one delegates 
present. All waTd*j»t~> fiilly represented 
by delegates with fSroperljrsigned creden- 
tials except ward 2, whichf bad. one man 
present without a credential. That man 
was admitted. The nnmbor sizty-one was 
questioned, as the convention only calls 
for forty-nine. The chair referred hum jr- 
ously to the surplus present as office seek- 
ers. It was hinted that those not dele- 
gates should withdraw. 
There was a 


strong sentiment against this and it was 
voted the convention be open to the pub- 


lic. 


Col. A. Potter suggested after this that 


the convention begin its work hy nomi- 
nating the candidate for mayor. He 
pointed out the desirability of establish- 
ing high precedents and spoke of the 
character of men that should be elected 
to office. He pointed out the responsi- 
bility that will rest on the first mayor, and 
the character and ability of the man that 
should fill the office. He took pleasure in 
presenting Albert C. Houghton for that 
office and moved that be be nominated by 
acclamation. 


A. M. Whipple spoke as a Republican 


and had nothing to say against 
Mr. 


Uoughlon's ability, hut he he expressed 
some surprise that a Republican be not 
nominated. 
Hundreds, be 
said, 
had 


spoken to him of the matter. He moved 
that an informal ballot be taken on the 
nomination for mayor so that it canr.ot be 
baid that a plan proposed by men who 
had no business to do it had been thrust 
on the convention. His amendment was 
carried by a six to one vole ana a ballot 
for mayor was proceeded with. These 
men were Appointed tellers: A. M. Whip- 


pie, S. S. Joy, J. II. Flngg, W. F. Darby, 
F. W. Itecd. D. .f. Brown and Thomas 
Mort. 


A. M. Whipple reported the result of 


the informal ballot as follows: H. T.

Col. Potter then 
renewed his motion that as candidate- for 
mayor A. C. Houghton be nominated by 
acclamation.

North Adams, tlie largest town in the 


state, the city that is to be, In one »eu»e 
the, baby of the family of Massachusetts 
cities, has already selected her first mayor. 
The people of all parties, Republicans, 
Democrats and Independents, have asked 
Albert C. Houghton to become the first 
chief executive of the new city, and after 
thoroughly considering the question he 
has put aside Ms personal wishes and con- 
sents to serve. 


Personally Mr. Honghton Is a modest, 


unassuming gentleman, always approach- 
able, always courteous, apparently never 
over-'.vorked and yet accomplishing avast 
amount of labor, always telling the exact 
truth and yet withal so tactful that even 
tho men to whom be is compelled to say 
no go away his friends. 


Here In North Adams It i» universally 


recognized that it is eminently the proper 
thing that Mr. Houghton should bo the 
first mayor of the city. He had much to 
do with having the charter for tho new 
city framed upon new, and, to a certain 
extent, theoretical lines. This charter is 
the result of, perhaps, as expert judgment 
as there is in the country. President Setb 
Lowe of Columbia college. ex-Governor 
Rust-ell and ex-Mayor Matthews have all 
had a hand in its composition. 


One great feature of the first city govern- 


ment of North Adams is the attempt by 
prominent men of all parties to keep par- 
tisanship and politics out, and to manage 
the city exactly as though it was a great 
business corporation. In appointments to 
office the new mayor will have in mind 
only the fitness and ability, and the ques- 
tion of political views will not be consid- 
ered. Friends of good gowrnment all 
over the country will watch with great in- 
terest the workings of the new charter. 


Albert C. Houghton was born in the lit- 


tle town of Stamford, Vt., just over the 
line from North Adams 47 years ago. 
Starting in life with no other capital than 
his hands and brain, be has triumphed 
over obstacles which would have defeated 
most men, and today in his own field he 
stands among the leading men of the state. 


It Is not necessary to trace Mr. Hough- 


ton's business career from the foot of the 
ladder to where he now stands. Today at 
the top he is the same kind and consider- 
ate gentleman that he was in heart years 
ago when as a boy he first attracted at- 
tention. 


The mere enumeration of the enter- 


prises with which Mr. Houghton is now 
directly and indirectly connected would 
take much space. It is sufficient to eay 
that be is president of the Arnold print 
worki corporation of this town, employ- 
ing several thousand people; that as a 
member of the firm of Gallup & Hough- 
ton additions to the cotton mills of the 
firm in this town are now being built at a 
total cost of $600,000; he is a director in 
the West End railway of Boston, a di- 
rector of the Boston & Albany railroad, 
bis interest in Boston corporations are 
large, he has been a state director of the 
Fitchburg road, but retired in favor of a 
friend; he is the president of the North 
Adams savings bank, with several millions 
of deposit, and vice president and direc- 
tor of the Adams national bank of North 
Adams. 


When the additions to the cotton mills 


here are completed and in active operation 
tke companies with which Mr. Houghton 
is directly connected in North Adams will 
have a pay roll of over fl,000,000 a year. 


Mr. Houghton takes a warm Interest in 


education; it was very largely through 
his efforts that the state is now erecting a 
fine normal school in North Adams; and 
he is a trustee of Williams college. 


In national and state politics Mr. 


Houghton is an independent Democrat. 
He does not care for public office, and 
many times his party has been ready to 
nominate him for important offices, only 
to have him de*cine the use of bis name, 
lie consented, however; to serve as a dele- 
gate at large to the national Democratic 
convention in 1892, and he was one of the 
most active supporters of Patrick A. Col- 
lins, William C. Whitney and John E. 
Russell in bringing about the nomination 
of Grover Cleveland.

GOOD IN THEM ALL. 


If we will stop to find out a little about 


other people, or try without being intru- 
sive to place ourselves in the right rela- 
tionship for knowing something of what 
they really think or believe, wu will find 
there are not such great differences be- 
tween us ns formidable sounding creeds 
and isms might imply. 


We do not claim to be anything more 


than a secular paper and we do not as" 
sume to fully appreciate the motives of 
papers devoted to special class purposes, 
of which religious publications are among 
the most prominent. Neither do we have 
unbounded admiration for the whole re- 
ligious press. Some of the sectarian pa. 
pera are among the most profound hum- 
bugs in the business. Bat the spirit which 
of late is being exhibited by the leading 
religious paper* is admirable, and sug" 
gesih o of increased liberality and an aim 
to practically benefit mankind at large by 
placing before It the beautiful in senti- 
ment that all can derive comfort from, 
instead of bitter denunciation of the be- 
liefs of others. 


We have hardly taken up a creditable 


representative denominational paper re- 
cently without finding in it something 
that in sentiment could be accepted and 
enjoyed by all. The fact that the brother- 
hood of man is ^eing strengthened and 
universality of belief is increasing seems 
to be evidenced by the contents of this 
class of papers; a class of papers which 
must necessarily keep in step with the 
forward movements of their constituents. 


We find less wrangling among them 


than formerly, and instead of throwing 
stones at each other in an ill-mannered, 
but not at all dangerous way, in their 
dogma-breaking efforts, a sweeter spirit is 
prevailing, and so, sweeter and more 
Christian like and human like sentiments 
are scattered by them as good seed in 
waiting soil. The old time vinegar-soaked 
and dried-in-the-pod seeds of dissension 
are not in demand now, and if they are 
sown never find lodgement anv where but 
In stony places where they never amount 
to much either one way or tho other. 


The other day we took np eight repre- 


sentative denominational papers issued 
about the same time and glanced through 
them hastily to Bee what we could find to 
illustrate this idea of a commonality of 
worthy sentiment. We give some of the 
results below. We believe good will be 
found in the mall: 


Spiritual beauty comes from the heart.

The cost of such a reservoir, and the 
clearing of a way to this town, which 
would naturally be through the Dry brook 
waterway, is estimated roughly at about 
$200,000. The South brook plan, recom- 
mended by the state board of health, is 
objected to by the town of Cheshire and 
it is a question to many whether the sup- 
ply from ihat source would be a sufficient 
improvement.

LANDSLIDE'S VICTIMS. 


At Least Twelve Laborera Killed and 


a Score Seriously Injured. 


Eock, Ore and Earth Swept 


Down Upon Them. 


(0 Badly Disfigured That Identification was 


Almost Impossible. 


CARMEL, N. Y., NOT. 
so.—An accident, 


resulting in tlie loss ot about 14 lives, oc- 
curred at the Tilly Foster mines yesterday 
afternoon. Two gangs of laborers, num- 
bering about 85 men, were working at tha 
bottom when a vast weight ot onrlh and 
rock slid with the force of an avalancho 
from the mouth of tho pit to the bottom, a 
distance of 300 feet. It carried everything 
before it, and crashed over tha men wit h 
tremendous force. Out of one gang of 11 
only five camo out alive, and three ot tho 
other gang have been tnben out. dead. 


Tho cave-in caused the greatest excite- 


ment, but as soon as possible gangs of 
men wore set to work to remove tho 
bodies of those known to be under the 
mass ot earth. Darkness prevented the 
continuance of tho work of rescue. 


It is thought that nil the man in the pit 


are Austrians, and judging from the ap- 
pearance of the bodies which havo beeu re- 
covered, all are horribly mangled. One by 
one the unfortunates were brought to the 
surface and carried to the carpenter shop, 
where au eager and awe-stricken crowd 
looked upon the remains. 


There was some difficulty experienced 


in identifying several of the bodies, owing 
to the terrible disfigurement they had un- 
dergone, and after that was accomplished, 
undertakers took charge of the bodies and 
hurried thorn away, just at present it is 
not actually known how many meu were 
buried under the earthslido. 


The accident caused great excitement in 


the surrounding country, and soon after 
It occurred people drove into Tilly Foster 
from all sections. Thosa who first learned 
of the disaster formed themselves into res- 
cuing bands, aud under the direction of 
Superintendent Tompkins and Foreman 
Lynch sot about to free the imprisoned 
men, 
or to recover the bodies.

RAIDS BY GAV ALRYMEM 


Horrible Atrocities Accompany De- 


struction of Armenian Villages. 


Lives of foreigners Placed In 


Farther Jeopardy 


8y Unyielding Altiludo of Sudan Regarding 


Extra Guardships. 


LONDON, Nov. 30. — Tho Times pub- 


lishes n dispatch doted Julfa, Persia, 
which says: 


Many Armenian villages between the 


Persian borders arid the city of Van have 
been destroyed by the Hammlieh cavalry. 
They probably number 40, although tlio 
refugees give the immcs of many more. 
It is impossible to obtain "any reasonable 
estimate of the number of those killed, 
but all reports say that it is very large. 
The refugees are mostly going to the city 
of Van, where .a massacre is expected 
shortly to occur. 
Cannon have been 


trained on the Armenian houses, and thn 
trees in the streets have been cut down so 
as to give the cannon free range. 


AH reports agree that the Hamadich 


cavalry are raiding the entire province at 
Van 
with 
horrible atrocities. 
Many 


women have been carried off to the moun- 
tains. The city of Van is the only place 
left untouched .by the Kurds, who are 
carrying off quantities of sheep and cattle 
from the destroyed villages. 


The entire population oE the village of 


Jurtalon, numbering 200, have been killed. 
The Hanmdieh cavalry also attacked the 
Persian villago of Kotomr, but were re- 
pulsed by the garrison of the fort. The 
Turkish regulars waited outsido ready to 
join In the plunder. The cavalry then de- 
stroyed another small Persian villafse. 


Armed bauds of Armenian patriots 


are crossing from Persia to the province 
of Van. A band of these from Salinas 
fought th.i Hamadieh cavalry for two days 
near Serai. Many were klllc-d on both 
sides, when the cavalry withdrew aud 
plundered and destroyed Serai. Many 
Nestorians in the Daabkolla district are 
reported killed. 


Snltnn Hold) Out, 


A Constantinople dispatch to The 


Times says that the diplomats there ap- 
pear less confident of carrying their point 
as to tho admission of a second gnanlship [ 
of each of the powurs into the Dardanelles. 


The sultan seems to consider, the corre- 


spondent of The Times continues, that 
tho tact that such a small concession is 
demanded proves that the powers are not 
in agreement on the subject, and that ho 
' is, therefore, safe in refusing the firman. 
Should the sultan's opposition prevail, 
Christians and foreigners will be placed 
in a position of great danger. Said Pasha 
again visited all the ambassadors in an I 
endeavor on behalf of the sultan to dis- | 
suade them from insisting upon the ad- 
mission of the second guardships. 


The unyielding attitude of tho sultan on 


tho question of the extra guurdships is 
much commented upon by the members 
of the diplomatic corps at Constantinople, 
pspeciajly as the potters are asking only 
% r the rights which they are entitled to 
under tho treaties with Turkey. 


They consider tlint an increase in the 


number of guardsltips here is absolutely 
indispensable, as great danger to foreign- 
ers exists, and has not by any means 
passed, as tho Turkish government would 
try to make the powers believe. 


It is true that steps have been taken to 


give additional protection to foreigners; 
but the constant receipt of news telling of 
the fresh massacres ot Christians causes 
the utmost uneasiness, not only among 
the foreigners here, but among the Mussul- 
mans, who are naturally excited by such 
events and whoso1 fanaticism is being 
slowly but surely aroused by stealthy re- 
ports circulated, probably at the instance 
of the palace advisers of the sultan, that 
the powers are desirous of making a naval 
demonstration In *ihese waters, and by SD 
doing Insult the Sultan by ignoring his 
authority and assuming to look with con- 
tempt upon his efforts to maintain order. 
It will thus be seen that the Mussulmans 
here may be secretly aroused to making a 
demonstration when the extra warships 
enter the Dardanelles. 


The Vienna correspondent of the Stand- 


ard says that the sultan's refusal of tho 
firman for the passage of the gnardships 
through the Dardanelles is due to his 
knowledge of a temporary disunion 
amongst the powers, which, it is added, 
has now been removed. 
This corre- 


spondent also quotes the Constantinople 
dispatch to The Politisehe, which accuses 
Lord Salisbury of a breach of confidence 
in reading the sultan's letter to him in 
public. 


The Daily News' correspondent at, Con- 


stantinople says: All tho powers remain 
united, and have refused the porto's re- 
quest for a withdrawal of their demands 
for the passage ot tho additional guard- 
ships. The synod of tho Greek church has 
declined to.issue a declaration of content- 
ment with the Turkish administration. < 


Further Treachery. 


Advices from Constantinople add to the 


sum of knowledge of the disorder and 
bloodshed with which Turkey is burdened. 
It is reported there that fresh massacres 


have occurred in Alntab, a town situated 
on the mountain slope of Mount Taurus, 
and about 00 miles northeast of Aleppo. 
A condition of panic, it is said, continues 
throughout the villayet of Hale b, in which 
Aintab is situated. 


At Tlflis, in the Russian transcaucasia, 


It is announced from Erzroom that the 
Turkish government has appointed a com- 
mission, Including some esteemed Arme- 
nians, to attend to the restitution of prop- 
erty to Armenians who have been robbed 
In the course of tho recent disorder. The 
government, it is reported, has also agreed 
to appoint a commission to assist needy 
Armenians with bread and money, 


Tho Sneaker's correspondent ui Con- 


stantinople thinks that 10,000 persons have 
been killed in a dozen different towns 
within a week, and that is probably an 
underestimate, while the work of destruc- 
tion still continues.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 30.—There is a grow- 


ing probability that the Republicans at 
their caucus on Monday will decide to at- 
tempt to reorganize the senate on Repub- 
lican linos, and that a candidate for presi- 
dent pro tcni will then be decided upon. 


Quito a number of Republicans, includ- 


ing three or four members of the steering 
'committee, were »t the Capitol yesterday, 
and an informal exchange uf views among 
tlu-ni resulted m the general adoption of 
tills conclusion. There is a difference of 
opinion as to the wisdom of attempting 
more than the election of a presiding offi- 
cer in the beginning, but th a preponder- 
ance of opinion is that action at that time 
will be confined to this office. If the Re- 
publican candidate succeeds in this con- 
test the Republicans then will place can- 
didates in the field for the other elective 
offices. 


So far Senator Frye's name is the only 


one hoard in connection with the office of 
president pro torn here, but there arc sev- 
eral aspirants for the 
other 
offices. 


Among those who are spoken of for secre- 
tary of the senate are George C. Gorham, 
Mr. Durfec nnd G«orge liabber of Ken- 
tuckey. For sergoivnt-at-;irms. F. K. Val- 
entine of Nebraska, C. A. Curtice of New 
Hampshire, Grant of North Carolina and 
Shaw of the state of Washington are al- 
ready in tin- field.

Records tyt Li'.tlo Change In tho General 


Business Situation. 


NEW YORE, Nov. 30.—R. G. Dun & Co., 


in their weekly review of trade, say: 
Bnsinoss has nut improved, though there 
is very little change, exoopt in the shrink- 
ago of prices which a period of inaction 
natiiirallj' causes. After the extraordinary 
buying of the summer and early fall u 
marked, dt-crcaso wgs inevitable, ami it is 
yet too early in most branches of business 
to judge how far the future was antici- 
pated in purchases. 


Retail stocks are still reported full in 


nearly all branches, with delayed distri- 
bution in many on account of unfavorable 
weather. 


Tho movements of crops are only fair, 


both cotton and wheat bring largely kepi, 
back in the hope of higher prices, and 
there is a prevalent feeling that foreign 
imports will fall off—for the lust week at 
New York they were $1,200,01X1 loss than 
last year, although for the post four weeks 
20 per cent larger than in that year. 


Exports slrr.v a little gain—for the week 


of 12 per cent, iind for the month about IB 
per cent, although the small outgo of cot- 
ton is still a threatening fact as respects 
foreign exchange",. 


Another sharp fall in hides at Chicago, 


taking the average of prices down to 
97.8, against 151 3 July 1, has not been fol- 
lowed by leuthur, which has declined only 
for grain, nor proportionately bv boots 
and shoes, though men's grain shoes are 
Z]4 c.'ints lower and women's 2 cents. The 
manufacturers are getting remarkably lit- 
tle new business for the season, and many
